Army efforts to meet this re- 
quirement show that it expects to 
have by then 1000 or fewer such 
houses built out of public funds 
(MCA ‘housifig), 3100 built under 
the Capehart (Titie VIII) military 
housing law, 3000 sets of quarters 
made. available from ‘on - post” 
housing. where units are situated 
or military reservations, and 1100 
sets from “community support.” 

This last simply means that it 
expects that members of tactical 
units will be able to rent, on their 
own, about 1100 houses or apart- 
ments within the time and dis- 
tance limits. set by ARAACOM

New Pay 
Group To 
Push Plan

WASHINGTON. —The Pentagon 
plans to push Cordiner Committee 
pay recommendations and perhaps 
selected. other priority legislation 
early next year via an interservice 
officer body modeled after the re- 
cent “task force.” 

That latter group was instru- 
mental in steering to passage the 
bulk of the Administration’s 1955- 
56 priority career benefits bills 
earlier this year. | 

The Cordiner group will submit 
a report on its recommendations 
Nov. 30 to Defense Secretary 
Charles E. Wilson. It will not in- 
clude a spell-out in draft legisla- 

n form, as was previously hoped. 

This forecasts delays in clear- 
ing the recommendations 
through the Pentagon and the 
Budget Bureau in time. for early 
transmittal to Congress. 

To expedite Cordiner proposals, 
cettain to be the most important 
of Defense’s complete 1957 legisla- 
tive package, some sort of a new 
“task force” is predicted, informed 
officials said.

WASHINGTON. — The 
Army has now set June 29 
of this year as the cut-off date 
for reenlistment bonus: over- 
payment claims, making hun- 
dreds more people eligible for 
“forgiveness” of sums already 
paid. 

It has also clearly defined what 
overpayments are to be forgiven, 


or collection repaid, in DA Cireu- 
lar 35-92. 


Overpayment of reenlistment 
bonuses are to be forgiven if —

“The Act of June 29, 1956, (the 
re-up bonus foregiveness bill) does 
not validate any erroneous pay- 
ment of reenlistment bonus,” ine 
the circular, “other than the cate- 
gory” described above. 

“Collection action which has 
been initiated in all other cate- 
gories should be continued, and 
collection action should. be initi- 
ated in all future erroneous pay- 
ments of reenlistment bonus,” it 
continues. 

Those who were “overpaid” be- 
cause enlistment allowances were 
not counted as bonuses and then 
had the overpayment taken out of 
their pay, now are entitled te get 
back the amount taken out of their 
pay. 

This can be done by submitting 
a claim for the refund of the 
amount taken out of the pay, 
through channels, to: Settlement 
Operations, Finance. Center, U.S. 
Army, Indianapolis 49, Ind. 

Original. reports on the re-up 
bonus forgiveness were to the ef-. 
fect that only overpayments made 
before April 1955, would be for- 
given and money refunded where 
it had been collected. 

Reason for this was that on 
March 30, 1955, the Comptrolier 
General ruled that the enlistment 
allowance had to be counted as a 
bonus, In April 1955, all services 
sent to the field a message putting 
this decision into effect. 

However, the June 29, 1956 law, 
clearly forgives all overpayments 
made before the effective date of 
the law. This.brings several hun- 
dred additional men, whose bonus 
was improperly figured, within the 
law’s forgiveness provisions.

THE ARMY this week also is- 
sued a revision of AR 35-1525, the 
basic regulation on the reenlist- 
ment bopus. The new reg contains 
all the language of the old plus 
some additions, either making the 
reg clearer or putting in decisions

Yule Early-Out Program 


WASHINGTON. — The Army is 
letting out early all those in the 
States or territories whose separa- 
tion dates fall during the Christ- 
mas holiday period, with only a 
few exceptions. 

This early release program, 
which-is traditional in the Army, 
is not applicable to men overseas. 
Their early return to the States 
isn’t authorized. 


The early release program this 
year covers a longer period than 
usual because of the days on 
which Christmas and New Year 
fall. Anyone whose ETS (separa 
tion date) falls between Dec. 21 
and Jan. 6, both dates inclusive, 


\Covers Longer Period 


will be released from service be 
| tween Dec. 11 and Dec. 21. 
These exceptions apply: 


RFA Trainees: Classes which 
began on July 5 and July 19 will 
have the third phase accelerated 
by one week. This will complete 
the tour in the first instance and 
the training in the second by Dec. 
21, at which time release is author- 
ized. 

Enlisted personnel: Those elig- 
ible under other early release pro- 
grams will not get out any earlier 
unless they have met the provi- 
sions for early release by Dec. 21

Numismatist-Philatelist Wed 


FORT GORDON, Ga. — Hobbies 
often get a little bit out of hand, 
and sometimes when they ‘do 
they’re more fun. 

A: Simon-pure numsmatist would 
collect only coins, and a proper 
philatelist only. stamps. SP2 and 
Mrs. William J. Durrell, who joint- 
ly collect both coins and stamps, 
like to let their interests wander 
into related fields too. 

“Some of the categories we've 
drifted inte aren’t very widely rec- 

ognized,” says Durrell, a member 
of 1 Fort Gordon's 538th Transporta- 
tion Co., “but we don’t care.

THE DEPENDENT MEDICAL 
CARE ACT, effective Dec. 7, 
brings that heretofore neglected 40 
percent under “free” civilian his- 
pital care coverage. Furthermore, 
dependents already enjoying care 
at military hospitals will, in most 
instances, pick up an option of ci- 
vilian hospital coverage. 

The new medicate policies and 
regs which launch the program 
while not complex, are not simple 
either. There is “fine print” to be 
examined. 

Joint-service reg — AR 40-121 
BuMedinst 6320.22/AFR 16041 — 
now being whipped into final 
shape, spells out the new program 
in detail. It contains the “words” 
for each service family. AR 40- 
122/BuMedInst 6320.23/AFR 170- 
18 is a companion document -on 
medicare’s fiscal procedures. 

Before jumping into the full de- 
tails, a word on service planning 
to advise personne] officially. By 
Dec. 7, “all hospitals and all uni- 
formed. service personnel wiil be 
informed of this new program and 
most civilian physicians will be fa- 
miliar with the plan,” officials here 
say. ‘ 
They feel that “physicians will 
have agreed to treat dependents 
according to established local fee 
schedules (which the government 

ays).” And they issue’ this warn- 

g: 

“Dependents selecting civilian 
physicians should insure that the 
physician has agreed to and will 


abide by the fee schedule for 
that area.” 
Dependents choosing civilian 


care instead of military “should be 
prepared to pay the civilian physi- 
cian for normal outpatient care” 
because government-paid outpa- 
tient care is severely limited (prin- 
cipally to obstetrical cases).

GENERAL. Inpatient care au- 
thorized at civilian and military 
hospitals is similar by type but 
there is a big difference in eligi- 
bility.

ORE THAN 70 percent of all the men and women who 
answered calls to arms during the crucial years of this 
nation’s history are living today.. From the Revolutionary 
War until the end of hostilities in Korea, 32 million Americans 
fought either to gain our independence or to preserve it.

Small wonder that the National Veterans Day committee 
recently decreed that henceforth Veterans Day will honor the 
living — the many veterans who still serve in the armed 
forces; the 800,000 who till our soil; the half million who, as 
engineers, strive to hold and increase our lead in.the arms 
race on which peace depends; the millions of factory workers, 
teachers, doctors and others who make America a better 
nation. In large part, they are America, and November 11 now 
is a day on which their contributions in peace are recognized 
equally with their sacrifices in time of war. 

Their peacetime contributions are considerable, for the 
great majority of living veterans are still in their most pro- 
ductive years. The ranks of the 22 million include more than 
15 million—nearly three-fourths of the total—who returned 
home after World War II, Another 5 million or so were in 
uniform during the Kerean emergency. Most of the men and 
women in these groups are a vital part of young America. 
Many of the 3 million World War I veterans, too, still are 
making great contributions to the national economy and well- 
being. 

The new recognition for the living—with the thought 
that the primary recognition for our dead heroes will. come 
each Memorial Day—gives Veterans Day an even greater 
meaning. Yet its observance remains a time for sober and 
thankful reflection. . . 

In 1921, the Unknown Soldier found his final resting 
place at Arlingten National Cemetery and Armistice Day was 
born. Since that time, the Unknown Soldier has become the 
symbol of our dead in all wars. In 1954, Congress passed “an 
Act to honor veterans on the eleventh day of November each 
year,” meaning all our veterans, and further dedicated the 
day to world peace. 

The nation’s gratitude for the sacrifices of both dead and 
living will continue, and no wreaths will be laid at the 
base of the Unknown Soldier's tomb on Veterans Day as 
* as Memorial Day. ; 





However, the new salute to living veterans will bring} 


their contributions into sharper focus. There is need for 
special tribute to the two and a half million disabled veterans 
who failed to escape all of war’s wrath, yet returned home 
determined to make their own peacetime contributions, as 
workers and family men. And there is need for recognizing 
that the non-disabled also served at. great sacrifice: They 
gave up some of the best years of their lives. 

Now they serve as citizens—citizens first, veterans sec- 
ond. We should be equally thankful for that service. 

And Veterans Day’s new emphasis also gives cause for 
looking to the future. What does it hold? 

The world seems very close to another major war, with 
actual fighting in the Middle East and the Red satellites. At 
least we can hope that this brink, like others of the past few 
years, will not be fatal, 

-Meanwhile, we must stay ready, and readiness requires 
further sacrifices by Americans who still wear their country’s 
uniform. Most of them, to be sure-are volunteers, but we 
wonder whether the young men who are called upan to serve 
involuntarily should not share in the tributes of Veterans 
Day. They are not veterans in the usual sense of the word, 
but. are their sacrifices less than the sacrifices of wartime 
veterans not ‘exposed to battle?” =~ |

GERMANY.—My blood boils 
every time J hear the expression 
“time in grade” in regards to pro- 
motion. Granted everything else 
equal, time in grade should deter- 
mine a promotion. But how often 
have you seen a mediocre person 
promoted over a much more de- 
serving person because of time in 
grade. 

A little over a year ago I was as- 
signed to.a Gyro unit. About 80% 
of our personnel were recruits. 
Who got the first PFC strip? You 
guessed it, the soldier with prior 
service (im most cases National 
Guard or Reserve time). regardless 
of his TO&E slot or performances 
of duty. 

The private performing the ser- 
geant’s job, was told, “Sorry, Joe, 
no time in grade, no stripe.” While 
Mike, who was assigned to his see- 
tion, was promoted to PFC. 

I remember another. incident 
which happened about. two years 
ago. I was a platoon sergeant in a 
Field Artillery battalion. The ac- 
cepted practice was ... you 
guessed it, time in grade as re 
gards promotions. 

One month the battery I was as 
signed to received 15 allocations 
for prometion to corporal. The 15 
PFCs with the most time in grade 
got the promotion regardiess of 
TOE slot or vacancy. 

I had. PFCs. performing PFC 
jobs promoted to corporal. I had 
PFCs performing a sergeant’s job, 
not promoted. Net results 
morale went down 800%. 

But what really makes me laugh 
is, as platoon sergeant, | am held 
responsible, to a great degree, for 
the performance of the. platoon.

Why Doesn't Po 
‘Make’ Technicians? 


By Monte Bourjaily Jr. 


‘HE ARMY can’t buy technicians, not on today’s manpower market. 


* Yet, next to men who can lead others, the Army needs men 

who can look inside a radar, a missile, a plane or a computing machine 

and understand both what goes on and what goes wrong. 

‘a Since the Army can’t buy these men, it’s going to have to “make” 
m, / “ttt 

The Army makes “leaders” every year. It takes boys fresh from 
high school, strips them of their individual quirks and prejudices, 
forces them into a mold, and turns out officers, In doing, so, it .also 
turns out educated Bi i aay who have a modified degree of individuality, 
This is the West Po 

Less successfully, FB alpen Army does something similar with ROTC 
graduates, OCS candidates, even its noncommissioned officers, 

In every case, the Army starts with men having leadership poten- 
tial, develops it, and ends up with men able to fill leadership jobs. 

The Army also has a school system for developing technical skills. 
It ‘sends officers with the necessary background in either education 
or experience to civilian schools to become technical specialists. 

But the Army doesn’t begin as oes in carry out so extensively a 
program to make technicians as it rin making leaders, 

* 

IT COULD. HERE’S A FLAN. thine it the Army would have 
to spend some money. But from it the Army could get service, perhaps 
long service, in technical fields. 

Eligible under the program would be enlisted men only. Any 
who had completed one year of college or the equivalent would be 
offered a. chance to reenlist for six years. 

During the first three years of this enlistment, men would go to 
college for a degree in a field acceptable to the Army. During sum- 
mers, they would return to the Army to help train Reserve com- 
ponents (and incidentally develop their own military skill and leader- 
ship ability). 

At the end of three years, they would come out of college and 
return to the Army. 

While in college, the Army would pay their tuition, laboratory 
fees and cost of books. It would also pay them regular pay and allow- 
ances, including quarters and rations, from which each man would 
have to pay his own room and board: : 

Those who failed to pass the college course would return to the 
Army as enlisted men wheneyer they left college. 

7” * - 

THOSE WHO PASSED could follow one of three paths. 

@ They could retain enlisted status for three years, serving prob- 
ably as high-ranking specialists (with promotion to Sp-1 on graduation). 

® They could compete for warrant officer status, on the basis of 
their degrees. : 

® Or they could apply for commissions. 


Those who applied for commissions would get conditional com- 
missions pending satisfactory completion of the basic course of the 
branch in which they were to serve. This is substantially what college 
graduates joining the WAC do today. 


“To be eligible for this program, a man would have to be a high 
school graduate when he enlisted, or complete high school and one 
year of college after enlisting under the off-duty civil school program. 

He would have to: have served at least one year. For high school 
graduates, getting their first year of college under the civil school 
program, it is more likely that two years’ service would. be necessary 

order to get in-the study during off-duty time. 

Men would have to show, in Army tests, an aptitude for the area 
in which they wanted to take a college degree. They would have to 
satisfy a board or similar selection authority that their character was 
ee the Army would want them as technicians, warrant officers 
or officers. 

















UNDER THIS PROGRAM, the Army would get seven years’ service 
from a man, at the least. This would include one year as a basic 
soldier, three years in school and at least three years as a technician. 
Proper administration should permit the Army: to retain a good per- 
centage of these. men. 

Those who don’t complete college will give the Army even more 
service. They can be put through specialist courses to take advantage 
of the civil education they have successfully completed. The Army 
would benefit from this, too.

Coal Furnaces

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WASHINGTON.—Thirty-five years ago, Nov. 17, the 
“Old Guard” Inf. Regt..completed the Army’s record peace- 
time hike. At any rate it was one of the Army’s longest— 





950 miles. 


The route led from Camp Sher- 
man, Ohio, to Fort Snelling, Minn., 
with the men carrying field equip- 
meat all the way. Toward the end 
ofthe march, the regiment consist- 
ently clicked off 30 or more miles 
each day—sometimes over ice and 
snow. 

One Washington resident, who 
joined the 3d as a second lieuten- 
ant on the Mexican Border in 1917, 
remembers the hike and vividly. 
He is Maj. Gen. Harry J. Collins, 
retired, War Il commander of the 
famed 42d Inf. “Rainbow” Div. 

“During the hike I was a captain 
and regimental supply officer,” 
Gen. Collins recalls. “And we were 
astonished when we received the 
order. Our regimental commander 
promptly queried the War Depart- 
ment as to means of transportation. 
The answer was brief and clear. It 
was ‘walk,’ period.” 

The long hike was made neces- 
sary by War Department lack of 
funds in 1921. As an economy 
measure, Camp Sherman, a tem- 
porary cantonment, had to be 
closed and its troops moved to per- 
manent stations. But there was 
little or no transportation money 
available. : 

* . . 

IN THOSE DAYS, each infantry 
regiment was allowed just one 
motor vehicle—a primitive touring 
car, Supplies were carried on a con- 
voy of 120-mule-drawn wagons: 
There was also no money on hand 
for purchase of food for the draft 
animals. As was the custom in that 
era, Capt. Collins borrowed several 
hundred dollars for the purpose. 
Months later he was reimbursed by 
the government. 

The regiment left Camp Sher- 
man Aug. 11, 1921. The first leg of 
the hike—170 miles to Camp Perry, 
Ohio—ended, 12 days later. For a 
month the “Old Guard” partici- 
pated in the National Rifle Matches 
at the Ohio post. 

~ . . 

DURING THIS INTERLUDE, 
the regiment was joined by a 
brand new second lieutenant, ap- 
pointed fresh from civil life. He 
was Joseph K. Bush, who, during 
War II served with distinction on 
Guadalcanal and as colonel, com- 
manding the’ 132d Inf. Regt. during 
the Bougainville campaign. Now 
retired and living at Bethesda, Md., 
Col. Bush also retains vivid mem- 
ories of the hike. 

“When I\joined at Camp Perry,” 
he recalls, “I was. tender as. a 
spring lamb. As I remember it, we 
set 20 record for the 308 miles be- 
tween Perry and Fort Sheridan, Ill.

But the pace was fast enough for 
me. I haven’t been able te draw 
proper-sized field footgear so I had 
to wear sharp-toed civilian shoes 
for awhile.”

WORRYING CAPT. COLLINS 
was the matter of traffic clearance 
and bivouac space when the regi- 
ment had to pass through Chicago. 
While Chicago traffic in 1921 was 
not nearly as congested as it is to- 
day, still the Windy City’s streets 
were crowded—especially for a 
slow-moving column taking up 
more than a mile of road space. 

“I was lucky,” Gen. Collins says. 
“Chicago’s chief of police hap- 
pened to be another Irishman— 
and named Michael Collins. He felt 
that most Irish were somehow re- 
lated and was sure that-all Collins’ 
were cousins, at least. So we got 
mighty fine traffic clearance. More- 
over, Chief Collins gave us permis- 
sion to bivouac right downtown— 
on Chicago’s lakefront showplacé, 
Grant Park.”

DURING THE FIRST part of the 
march the men slept on the ground 
in pup tents.

it mecessary to set up pyramidal 
tents and cots at night. Heat was 
provided by fires in open buckets 
which were extinguished at bed- 
time to prevent asphyxiation. 

“We put our shoes and socks to 
bed with us,” Col. Bush recalls. 
“Or they would be iced over in the 
mornings. On the march the snow 
would sometimes cling to our cam- 
paign hats which would blossom 
out like mushrooms. Field shoes 
were hobnailed and ice would cake 
up between the spikes to make 
footing mighty treacherous.” 

. . . 

MEALS WERE COOKED on 
mule-drawn rolling-kitchens and 
the menu frequently featured an 
old Army  staple—“slumgullion 
stew”—which provided a thumping 
store of energy. Some communities 
along the route would invite the 
men to dinners at night or to 
dances and other amusements. 

Beginning on Oct. 20 at Fort 
Sheridan and ending at Fort Snell- 
ing on Noy. 17, the regiment aver- 
aged 18 miles daily for the last 478 
miles. Allowing for an occasional

day of rest; however, its actual av-; 


erage was nearly 30 miles per day. 

Despite this gruelling pace, only 
two men tried the easy way out. 
They rode a freight train to St. 
Paul and reported to their new sta- 
tion. It didn’t work. They were sent 
back to the regiment, under guard, 


and thereafter they not only did | 


their 30-a-day—they also dug 
latrines and garbage sumps in the 
icy ground at night.

UPON ITS ARRIVAL at St. Paul, 
the regiment was accorded a civic 
reception at the City Hall. Gen. Col- 
lins remembers that few men suf- 
fered colds while on the road. As 
soon as the men were snug in Fort 
Snelling’s barracks, however, many 
began to cough and sniffle. 

Gen. Collins believes that a foot 
march over the same route would 
be nearly impossible today. Since 
his retirement in 1954, the general 
has been vice president of North 
American Van Lines and is a close 
student of highway problems. 

“In 1921,” he says, “roads were 
dirt or gravel, narrow and crooked.

Notes Advances in 1955-56 


FORT MEADE, Md.—Progress in 
the size and operation of antiair- 
craft artillery units under the 2d 
AA Regional Command were de- 
scribed last week by Maj. Gen. 
Raleigh R. Hendrix. 

Gen. Hendrix, outgoing command- 
er of the 2d AA Regional .Com- 
mand, is the newly appointed dep- 
uty commander of the Army Anti- 
aircraft Command (ARAACOM). 
He left here this week for his new 
assignment at Ent Air Force Base, 
Colorado Springs, Cole. 

From 1955 to 1956, the size of 
the 2d AA Regional Command has 
been increased; operational readi- 
ness of units has improved, and 
great advances have been made in 
the field of public relations. With 
new sites constantly being erected 
it is imperative that the public un- 
derstand and accept antiaircraft 
sites as an important defense of 
their homes and communities. 

Gen. Hendrix said the number of 
battalions have increased 100 per- 
cent with the defenses of Pitts- 
burgh, Cleveland, the Savannah 
River Project, Ga., and Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., added to the command. In 
addition, defense of Norfolk, Va., 
Baltimore, Washington, D.C., and 
Philadelphia were already 2d AA 
Regional responsibilities. 

“Probably the biggest improve- 
ment in public relations,” said the 
general. “Open houses, speakers 
programs, participation in com- 
munity projects have brought com- 
munity relations to a high level to 
the benefit of the units, the Army, 
and the public.” } 


THE EFFICIENCY and effective-

Six years ago, just prior to 
the Korean conflict, ‘top Army 
chiefs saw the need for a field oper- 
ating agency to control the far- 
flung training program, Ordnance, 
one of the Army’s most vital 
branches, would need a control 
spot away from Washington’s five- 
sided ‘defense building, closer to 
the Ordnance Corps’ training prob- 
lem.

SINCE WE’RE now in the midst 
of our own contest, a look at Popu- 
lar Photography’s December prize 
issue should be required reading, 
just to get an idea of the kind of 
subjects and treatments judges 
usually go for. But a friendly 
word: don’t imitate purely for the 
sake of winning. In the first place, 
the judges are going to be differ- 
ent for the Army Timés Publish- 
ing Co. contest and they may like 





other things. Secondly, imitations 
are usually spotted easily, and get 
the heave-ho promptly. . 

But if you shoot what you like, 
subjects that appeal to you per- 
sonally rather than those you 
think the judges might like, your 
chances of winning are much bet- 
ter. Your excitement and enthn- 
siasm in taking pictures that really 
impress you are more likely to 
come through, and if they come 
through with impact, you’re-in: 

So let’s see what you've been 
doing with your camera. Select 
your entries carefully not so much 
with eye to winning (that will 
be natural if the stuff is there) 
but because you feel your pictures 
really have something, and you're 
proud to let others take a look.

This was John La Moun- 
tain’s ascent over Hampton Roads 
waters in the United States first 
military. balloon. .~ 

Dr. Chester D. Bradley, curator 
and — of ody Monroe's 
Casema’ ‘useum, prepared 
and placed in the museum a dis- 
play commemorating La Moun- 
tain’s feat and the events leading 
up to it. ; 

La Mountain was the Union 
Army’s first official aeronaut. The 
celebrated balloonist was hired on 
July 23, 1861, te work at Fort Mon- 
roe by Gen, Benjamin Butler, then 
commanding general of Fort Mon- 
roe and of the Department of Vir- 
ginia troops headquartered there. 

Following numerous experi- 
ments, the balloonist prepared to 
make his first officia] ascent over 
Hampton Roads. On Aug. 3, 1861, 
with all details in order, La Moun- 
tain boarded the armed tugboat 
Fanny anchored just off Fort Mon- 
roe 


windlass at the stern of the vessel, 
and rose as the crew unwound the 
line. 


SLOWLY, the balloon began to 
drift over the waters of Hampton 
Roads which separated Union 
troopg at Fort Monroe from Con- 
federate forces based at Norfolk.

Taxes: The main bite in~North 
Carolina is a one percent sales tax

HEN that strange lump first made its appearance in the 
axilla (joint) of my left shoulder, I paid it scant atten- 
tion. That is, until it began keeping me awake night after 
night, with a sort of radiating pain, following the same pat- 
tern from armpit to fingertips, and bringing with the pain a 


vague feeling of apprehension. 


Upon the insistence of my husband, I reluctantly turned 
in at the next “dependent day sick call.” To me this was 


merely a routine checkup, but 


it proved to be the thing that 


probably was instrumental in saving my life. For this I give 
my husband, the alert officer in charge in the dispensary, and 





above all, God, full credit. 


As I lay on the examining table, 
the youthful doctor probed my 
underarm with sure fingers, asking 
innumerable questions. The doc- 
tor’s face grew more serious -as 
progressed with the examination. 
Finally,“ he called in another 
doctor, the surgical chief, for con- 
sultation. 

As théy quietly conferred in one 
corner of the room, I began for the 
very first time to realize that I was 
seriously ill, that all those months 
of feeling exhausted and weak, 
with unexplainable weight loss, 
seemed to add up to something 
really frightening. 

I was allowed to dress and return 
home, with the stipulation that my 
husband would bring me into the 
hospital for minor surgery on the 
following Monday. 

This was on a Saturday, and I 
felt a great relicf that we would 
have this weekend fo talk and pre- 
pare me for what is always an or- 
deal, major or minor surgery. This 
was to be a biopsy of the lump, 
called a nodule, which was located 
just under the left armpit, and was 
called the axilla. 

Only a few short weeks before 
this we had happily moved to the 
new housing area, across from the 
golf course, which had been con- 
structed since the Army began 
bringing its military dependents to 
the Philippines after World War II. 
Though our first home at this mili- 
tary installation, Clark Air Base, 
in 1949 was located in the old sec- 
tion of the base—in the seivalli-type 
houses, which to me always resem- 
bled ‘chicken coops set up on stilts 
and completely surrounded by 
screening to let in the air—I some- 
how never had a feeling of perman- 
ence in living in the newer 
typhoon-proof houses. These, with 
the exception of difference in 
color, were exactly alike, resem- 
bling wartime housing in the States 
near the aircraft plants. 

Well, that feeling of imperman- 
ence must have been a prescience 
of what was to come. 

Monday arrived all too soon for 
me, and with it one last regretful 
glance at the yard, which needed 
weeding, and my brand new tomato 
plants, and the banana tree which 
I had just the previous day bought 
from 2 Moro. 

All the plans for decorating my 
new asode had to be put aside, and 
I entered the women’s ward at the 
Army hospital actually feeling that 
I was wasting time, mine and the 
medics. This feeling soon vanished. 

Women’s ward had been 
tempor 
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by us in the roadway, leaving 
clouds of the dust that surpasses 
all dust, the Philippine type. But 
I was actually enjoying this novel 
experience, feeling rather giddy 
from the usual sedation given be- 
fore local anaesthetic, so much 
that nothing seemed to bother me. 

Two doctors, masked and ready, 
awaited me as the surgical nurse 
received the stretcher and helped

me onto the operating table. 
Though I will always have a feeling 
of fear at seeing those big lights 
and all the “tools of the trade” 
above and beside the table, it was 
with relief that I gave myself over 
to their ministrations. 


Though my heart was pounding, 
and I wondered if it was going to 
stop, I made every attempt to ap- 
pear calm. But in spite of the 
extremely hot weather (this was 
late June) I could feel the cold 
perspiration pour in rivulets down 
my body. My gown was saturated. 


Placed on my back, with sand- 


bags under the shoulder supporting 
the area'on which they planned to 
operate, I could watch the hands of 
the big wall clock as it ticked away 
the utes. Time stretched into 
one hour and 45 minutes. Then the 
probing was pronounced over. A 
feeling of utter exhaustion seemed 
to pour uver me in waves. 

During the surgery the doctors 
ard anaesthetist had engaged me 
in a flow of conversation that 
seemed to dispel fear, and I made 
an aftempt to match their skill and 
patience with what courage I could

My eyes must have 
common thought, but I knew then 
that I was seriously ill. Together, 
we went te see the chief of sur- 
gery. 

Maj. Harrison looked as if he 
hated to say what he had in mind. 
Glancing alternately at me and the 
floor, his words came slowly— 
agonizingly slow to me—in care- 
fully chosen terms: 

“I’m afraid we have bad news 
for you. The findings of the lab 
have confirmed my first suspicions. 
There was a malignancy in the 
nodules we removed last week.” 

I sat in stunned silence.. The 
dread word cancer had not been 
uttered, yet I hardly dared to 
breathe, afraid to miss the quiet 
words, feeling trapped and utterly 
lost. 

I think if it had not been for this 
gentle and kindly doctor, and his 
understanding handling of my case, 
I might have lost control complete- 
ly. 

My entire world, which had 
seemed co secure and so right, had 
suddenly tumbled at my feet. The 
one question I could not bring 
myself to ask was: “Will I die?” 

I was afraid of evasion or the 
truth—and I knew not which. 

My orders to be evacuated to the 
States “for further treatment and 
surgery” were expedited. In five 
days’ time from the day the malig- 
nancy was found, | was'on my way 
to the U.S.A. The plane that bore 
me along with 23 other patients 
was a C-54, and as we became air- 
borne, I caught a last glimpse of 
my Stotsenberg home and saw the 
Army vehicles bearing my husband 
and my brother (the latter serving 
with the American legation in 
Manila) slowly drive across the 
airstrip. 

Farewells had been painful. My 
maid Adella, convinced like most 
Orientals that an operation meant 
the finality of death, was unable 
to tell me goodbye. So choked by 
emotion was she that her sobs as 
we drove from the house rose to a 
wail, and I had te put my hands 
over my ears to stifle the sound. 
Like most Army couples accus- 
tomed to separations, and to the 
unexpected events that often sepa- 
rate us, my husband and I treated 
the occasion as if we would be 
united very soon. Not until the 
safety strap was adjusted on my 
litter, and I knew the finality of 
seeing him walk from the plane, 
did I give way to my grief.

AS THE plane soared out to sea, 
I turned my head to the wall, my 
eyes blinded by tears that no 
longer could be held back. 

Yet, in its way, the long flight 
across the Pacific proved to be a 
blessing. No one could remain long 
centered upon himself while wit- 
ness to the misfortunes of others. 
Gradually, an atmosphere of “give 
and take” made i felt. Two of 
the medics in attendance brought 
out a deck of cards and introduced 
us to the game of “Crazy. Eight,” 
The name I remember, not how it 
was played. We shuffled and dealt 
the cards on blankets on the floor 
of the plane. 

I had never had the chance to

a paper upon which we 

would write our chosen hospital, 
with a map denoting the “hospital 
nearest your home” for quick 
choice. I signed up to go to Letter- 
man. 
I was quickly made to feel “at 
home” in Ward P at Letterman. 
That first evening, the night nurse 
told me that I would be under the- 
special care of their chief of sur- 
gery, Brig. Gen. Leonard Heaton, 
(now CG of Walter Reed). The 
nurse gave me all the information 
necessary to my various tests, and 
I was quickly made to feel wel- 
come. 

Next day, Gen. Heaton with his 
staff of doctors began the exhaus- 
tive series of examinations, tests’ 
and X-rays that were awe-inspiring 
to one who had never had any 
illness. They asked about my _par- 
ents, cause of death, and many 
questions that would help them in 
future diagnoses. 

I had an instant feeling of calm 
and full confidence in the surgeon. 
Somehow, he seemed to give me the 
strength that was needed to face 
such an ordeal, with his firm com- 
mand of the situation. The natural 
fear every patient feels about sur- 
gery vanished. 

Every CA (carcinoma) patient 
must first go before the tumor 
board at any Army hospital. This 
proved to be an experience I will 
never forget, for there in a matter 
of a few short minutes my fate was 
determined, ie., to. operate, to be 
given X-ray therapy, or whatever 
these skilled men Jeemed advis- 
able. 

The tumor board was held in a 
large room, crowded to capacity 
with doctors from all departments 
of the huge hospital. Surgeons, 
internes, pathologists, x-ray chiefs, 
and a general assortment of medi- 
cal men lined the room as my 
stretcher was wheeled in, and onto 
a platform where I saw again the 
general and several other -doctors. 

I felt all eyes focused upon the 
general as he came over to me and 
began to explain my particular 
case to the audience. Then he 
stepped aside, and introduced a 
civilian doctor to me, a cancer spe- 
cialist, Dr. Masterson, who began 
his examination, both men confer- 
ring in tones loud enough for the 
audience to understand. 

This doctor’s fingers as they be- 
gan probing at the recent incision 
and surrounding area seemed to 
possess the sensitivity of an artist, 
for without an instant’s hesitation 
after he had started, his sure 
fingers found the spot that seemed 
to convince him was the source of 
trouble. The examination was con- 
cluded with a summation of his 
findings and recommendation for 

ite surgery. 

thus began for me seven years 
of struggle and, I hope, ultimate 
triumph.

fort from his kind words of reas- 
surance.

I dimly remem- 
ber my dear husband’s face as he 
bent over my bed to greet me, and 
I had presence of mind sufficient 
to think: “Gosh, I'll bet I look a 
wreck.” ‘ 

Then followed the long, tedious 
months of convalescence which can 
only be described as “an eternity.” 
Skin graft had been supplied by 
transplanting skin from one part 
of my body to the other, so I 
couldn’t decide where I hurt the 
most at the beginning. Then came 
the changing of dressings, the cut- 
ting away or trimming of the proud 
fiesh, and many other things that 
in retrospect seem like isolated 
parts of a long dream one prefers 
to forget. ; 

But I know now. it was well 
worth the struggle, though at times 
I felt sorrier for my husband, who 
had to see me suffer, than for my- 
self. ;

SINCE THE deep surgery had 
preved a malignancy to be present, 
the tumor board set up a roster for 
me, as they did on all CA patients, 
to “report to the nearest military 
installation every three months for 
a period of five years for examina- 
tion, chest x-rays and prescribed 
treatment.” 

After five years a patient is 
pronounced cured, or as in some 
cases “arrested.” 

If :xamination showed need of 
removal of any present nodules 
(lumps), the patient would be hos- 
pitalized for.one or two days for a 
biopsy or cutting away of the 
lump for pathological examination. 
If within that period of time the 
x-ray of the area, or excised lump, 
proved to be positive, the patient 
was subjécted to more surgery, or 
to deep x-ray or whatever treat- 
ment was recommended by the 
doctors. 

Luckily for me, in the seven 
years since the major surgery, al- 
though I have had minor surgery 
numerous times to prove or dis- 
prove the presence of cancer or 
the spreading, which is called 
metastasis, I am apparently among 
the “cured” ones. For this I give 
full credit to the skill-and untiring 
efforts of the Army redics, with-

Fort Stewart Exploding 266

FORT STEWART, Ga.—A major 
demolitions project-began at Stew- 
art this week when Army explo- 
sives experts started destruction 
of 266 obsolete Navy torpedo war- 
heads. 

Demolition, which is being car- 
ried out by Stewart’s 38th Ord- 
nance Detachment (Explosive Ord- 
nance Disposal), will be at the rate 
of 10. warheads a day. It is ex- 
pected that the destruction of the 
warheads. will continue for several 
weeks, 

Each of the warheads contains 
over 500 pounds of high explosive. 
They are being destroyed because 
the armed services no longer use 
the type torpedo for which they 
were designed. 

The. gigantic explosives are be- 
ing shipped to Stewart at the rate 
of 10 each weekday ftom the Naval 
Ammunition Depot, Charleston, 
S.C., where they were stored. They

Undergoing Tests at Rucker 


WASHINGTON. — First deliv- 
eries of the Army’s YH-32 Ramjet 
helicopter, have been made to the 
Army Aviation Test Board, Fort 
Rucker, Alabama, the Department 
of the Army announced. 


Four of the 12 YH-32s ordered 
by the Army and developed by Hil- 
ler Helicopters, tncorporated, Palo 
Alto, Calif., will undergo extensive 
field tests by the Aviation Test 
Board. Eight are scheduled for de- 
livery to other field installations 
in the near future. 

The YH-32 is a two-place, two- 
blade single main rotor helicopter, 
powered by two ramjet engines de- 
veloping approximately 40 pounds 
of thrust each. The engines weigh 
12 pounds each, have no moving 
parts, and are CAA certified. 

Flight controis consist of a con- 
ventional cyclic stick control, col- 
lective pitch lever, and directional 
control pedals.

The word from 
Donaldson AFB, S. C., is that use 
of this address will speed delivery. 

The mail rate to that area is 
three-cents for regular mail and 
six cents for airmail, Packages go 
at normal parcel post rates.

Most important changes include: 
@ Members of the Reserve com- 
ponents on-active duty for training 
may not receive .a..reenlistment 
bonus if they take a discharge dur- 
ing their- period. of service in order 
to reenlist RA. This prevents six- 
month trainees from getting the 
bonus’ during that term. However, 
if they serve out their six months, 
then enlist; they appear to be eligi- 
ble for the bonus. 
® Men who extend enlistments 
voluntarily for two. or more years 
beyond their enlisthhent period 
may not collect the reenlistment 
bonus until thé original period of 
service is completed. This means 
that a man who has enlisted for 
two or three years, finds himself 
short of money, and wants to pick 
up a little by extending voluntar- 
ily, can’t cash in now. He has to 
wait until his normal term is up. 
This is a change in past practice, 
based on a May ‘22 GAO decision. 

Though this change means that 
the man can’t collect his cash now, 
in some eases he may-collect a 
bigger bonus, The decision also 
provides that he'll collect on the 
basis of grade and length of serv- 
ice as of the date he begins to 
serve On his extension, not as of 
the date on which he voluntarily 
extended. 

@® Those who retire from an in- 
definite énlistment and are im- 
mediately recalled to duty do not 
continue to>draw an anniversary 
bonus payment, the GAO has also 
ruled, q ‘ 
@ Reenlistment bonuses collect- 
ed from other services are to be 
counted in figuring both the 
amount of the current bonus and 
also the $2000 maximum to which 
a man is entitled. This means that 
a man who has previously served 
in the Navy, Air Force, Marine 
Corps, or Coast Guard, and has 
collected a reup bonus from those 
services, will have this bonus. fig- 
ured in as a first (or subsequent) 
bonus in figuring the amount to 
which he is entitled. And also it 
means that the-total he'll get in 
the Army for réenlisting will be 
subject to a limit of $2000, minus 
whatever he got in reenlistment 
bonuses from the other services. 
© No action to collect bonus 
paid to a man will be taken if he 
is given a discharge for unfitness 
or unsuitability based on either 
mental or physical defect. 

© Finally, a man who was an 
enlisted mam before becoming an 
officer, them reenlists after re- 
lease from AD as an officer, is en- 
titled te a reenlistment bonus, if 
he reenlists within 90 days of the 
time he is released from commis- 
sioned service,

The Army expects to get part of 
'this from additional authority to 
lease family housing. In the 1956 
housing law, a total of 2000 units 
to be leased were given the De- 
fense Department, This was done 
at. the Army’s request. 

On Sept. 11, Defense gave 1500 
of these units to the Army, 

- Previously, the Army had been 
given 750. units on Oct. 21, 1955, all 
of which had been leased by. the 
end of February this year. On May 
17, the balance of 250 units. was 
given the Army. All of thesé were 
leased by July 19. 

* 7 . - 

THE ARMY already is negotiat- 
ing leases for 300 of the 1500 it has 
been given under the new author- 
ization. By the end of February, it 
expects to have the entire 1500 
new units leased and will go back 
to Defense for the 500 more. 

However, Defense says that the 
Air Force is. interested in the 
Army’s leasing scheme for its iso- 
lated ACW (Aircraft Control and 
Warning) sites, which are also tac- 
tical installations tied into the ¢con- 
tinental defense. 

It has reserved the 500 so that 
it can give some of them to the 
Air Force if- the latter decides to 
try the leasing scheme before the 
Army completes its program for 
the new 1500. 

* * * 

OFFICIALS are so satisfied with 
the leasing program that it now 
appears likely that the Army will 
again ask Congress for an increase 
in the leasing operation to meet 
the deficit between the 10,700- 
minus units it now plans for AAA 
tactical site needs and the 13,000- 
plus that ARAACOM wants. 

Should the Army get the 500 
more that Defense has reserved, 
this will mean a Fequest for 2000 
units from the new. Congress, If 
the Air Foree uses some of this 
500, the Army and Air’ Force to- 
gether, through the Defense De- 
partment, are-likely to ask Con- 
gress for a larger leasing authority. 

As the leasing program has work- 
ed .out, the. Corps’ of Engineers 
writes annual leases with a 10-year 
renewal option to be exercised 
yearly and a cancellation clause 
with notice, in case the tactical site 
is to be abandoned. ‘ 


THESE QUARTERS are réntedi 
for an average of about $130. They, 
are privately owned and meet local, 
civilian housing standards.

Medical care not authorized at 
military hospitals includes (1) 
nervous. and mental disorders ex- 
cept for diagnostic purposes; (2) 
“elective” medical and surgical 
treatment, iLe., care “not medically 
indicated” such as surgery for 
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“cosmetic purposes;” (3) domicili- 
ary care; and (4) chronic diseases. 

The latter requires further ex- 
planation. The term includes arth- 
ritis, heart trouble and other ail- 


ments in which the “prognosis indi- 
cated long continued duration.” 

Denial of care for chronic condi- 
tions -will not prevent admission, 
however, for treatment of acute 
irritation or complications wherein 
immediate action is’ indicated. For 
example, the doors are open for 
a long-time heart case if an attack 
occurred, 

Military hospital care also does 
not cover free equipment like arti- 
ficial legs and hearing aids, except 
that special arrangements may be 
made in overseas facilities. Nor are 
ambulance or home call services 
provided by the military, except 
in certain emergency or special 
cases,

As with military hospitals care 
is not authorized for normal chron- 
ic conditions, mental diseases, 
“elective” treatment, domiciliary 
care, most outpatient care, ambu- 
lance service, and home calls.
